"I am not prepared to throw

by the -silvery illusions "of election 
years, we ought to bear in mind 
that if we consume jmost of what 
we produce we will not be*~able to 
stand up against these nations who 
work incessantly to increase their 
power—their power to threaten, 
their power to resist, to overawe 
and absorb their neighbors, and 
then- power to stnke with force of 
arms. 
"So I would urge that—out of 


common prudence—you and we 
and all our friends and associates 
should not get careless about our 
strength or our unity."

In this context Truman did not 


amplify his remarks about elec- 
tion year "illusions." Earlier in 
bis speech, while discussing Brit- 
ish-American relations, he said:

what as primitive peoples do at 
:he time of full moon. 


"One or another of the Western 


democracies seem to have an 
election 
every year, 
and this 


usually has an upsetting effect on 
our international conferences. As 
one of my associates in the gov- 
ernment used to remark, it was 
like trying to have a serious meet- 
ing when one or another of the 
participants was always showing 
up under the influence of a little 
too much -Missouri moonshine." 


More Impelled 


Truman said the United States 


and Britain 'are more impelled to 
unity by common danger than by

"But this presents no problem 


today," he added. "Those who 
look candidly and honestly at the 
world about us must see that the 
common danger has rarely been 
greater, though it has often been 
more strident and spectacular." 


The former president said he 


was convinced that "the peace and 
happiness of the world demand 
that British and American policy 
should be conceived and conduct- 
ed in closest concert."

Advisory Board Okays 
Further Water Expansion

The city water advisory board 


and a majority of the Cityt Coun- 
cil has approved the sale of $2.5 
million in water revenue bonds to 
help finance an estimated $2,932,- 
547 water improvement program. 


The recommended program com- 


pares with a project estimated by 
the board last October to cost 
$2,580,582. At that time, the board 
urged the sale of $2 million in 
bonds and the use of water depart- 
ment revenuesjmd available cash. 


The program has grown since 


October due to increased costs and 
expanded improvements. Some $85,- 
000 was added to the plans to pro- 
vide for 10 new wells at Ashland 
instead of eight as originally 
planned. 


Also, a new reservoir or deten- 


tion basin at Ashland estimated in 
October to cost $160,000 is now 
reckoned at $181,000. 


CO Million Gallons 


The entire nearly $3 million im- 


provements is aimed at providing 
a firm capacity at the Ashland 
plant of 60 million gallons, of wa- 
ter per day. The sale of $2 5 
.million in bonds will complete the 
disposition of the total $8 million 
authorized by the voters. 


In addition to bonds, the new 


program will be financed with 
$92,646 in the water fund now and 
$339,901 in earnings of the water 
department over the n e x t 14 
months. 


In presenting the improvement 


program, Public Works Director 
D. L. Enckson estimated a require- 
ment of $391,625 annually to meet 
the $3 million bond debt. He 
showed department earnings for the 
12 months ending April 30, 1956 
.of $707,907 available for debt serv- 
ice coverage and new additions. 


With the new $2.5 million issue, 


the city could thus give a,,? debt 
service coverage -of 1.807ft while 
only 1,50 is required .under the 
bond authorization ordinance.

pounds per bushel, while mositure 
content ranged from the ideal of 
around 12 per cent to as high as 
15 per cent.

County the sands of wheat were 
about knee high, half of what they 
were last year in the bumper crop. 


Here in Cheney, a town directly 


southeast of Lincoln, the first 
wheat came from Louis Ander- 
son's farm, bringing an expected 
15 to 20 bushels per acre on ter- 
raced land 


Half '55 Yield 


Dwane Mitchell, operator of the 


Anderson farm, said the wheat 
tested at 60 pounds and had a 
moisture content of 12 5 per cent 
But the yield, he said, was just 
about half of last year's. 


The Farmer's Co-op Elevator at 


Bennet received its first g r a i n , 
Duane Wissel, helper at the ele 
vator, said. It came from about 
one and one-half acres which had 
just been combined and tested 60 
pounds to the bushel and a mois- 
ture content of 12.5 per cent. 


Lee Magee, manager of the 


Cheney Elevator, said he thought 
the harvest would pick up speed 
early next week because t h e r e 
were still green spots in many 
fields.

Scientists Defect Neutrino—May Be Clue In Big Atom Mystery 


W A S H I N G T O N ! * ! —De- 
tection .of th« neutrino, smallest 
particle of the atomic world, was 
reported Thursday by the Atomic 
Energy Commission. 


Acting Chairman Williard 
F. 


Libby described the discovery as 
of "very great importance as an 
advance in the basic knowledge .on 
which progress in the utilization of 
atomic energy depends." But, Lib- 
by said, no immediate practical 
application is known. 


The particle may provide a clue 


to the "glue" that holds atomic 
nuclei together. Libby said this is 
one of the greatest mysteries fac- 
ing".' scientists. 


The neutrino is so small it has 


been impossible in the past actu- 
ally to demonstrate its existence. 


Intense Search 


It is the second particle to be 


detected in less than a year. The 
first one, identified by the Univer- 
sity of California Radiation" Labor- 
atory, is the antiproton. Both had 
been objects of intensive search by 
scientists since theoretical physi- 
cists figured out their probable ex- 
istence more than 20 years ago. 


Libby, on behalf of the AEC, of- 


fered congratulations to the scien- 
tific team led by Frederick Reines 
and- Clyde Cowan- Jr. "on their 
magnificent accomplishment" in 
detecting the neutrino. 


Reines and Cowan believe they 


first observed the neutrino three 
years ago at the commission's Los 
Alamos, N.M.. laboratory but the 
evidence was not conclusive. They 
set up new equipment and con- 
tinued 
the ' work. 
Complicating 


their task was the fact the neu- 
trino carries no electrical charge 
and is of "vanishing small mass."

WEEPING WATER, Neb.-— A 


group of nearly 150 farmers here 
Thursday e v e n i n g voted to go 
ahead with a county-wide project 
aimed at "making rain," or, mere 
scientifica 11 y, 
increasing the 
rainfall o v e r 
their own area.

farmers, explaining how the method 
works, what ram seeding can and 
cannot accomplish, what the costs 
are and-what is necessary to put 
the counfy among the' group of 
Iowa and Missouri counties already 
participating.

Following' the speaker arid a 


question and answer, period, the 
group got down to the business of 
organizing. Led By William Thorn- 
ton, the.editor of the Weeping Wa- 
ter Republican, who had been in- 
strumental in calling the gathering 
and obtaining the rain seeding 
firm's representative, an organi- 
zation was formed and 
officers 


were elected to move toward Cass 
County participation. 


Costs for rain seeding — done 


through strategically placed "gen- 
erators" which burn a high grade 
coke soaded in silver iodide, thus 
releasing the silver iodide into the 


air currents — will be two cents 
per acre. Since it is unlikely there 
will be iOO per cent participation, 
and since many acres of iand are 
not put to farm use, the cost will 
hit the individual, farmer at about 
five cents per farmed acre. 


Typical of the reaction of a ma- 


jority of the farmers present was 
that of a man farming 120 acres, 
who told the meeting the $6 would 
h*1 a.bargain. Though there were 
skeptics among the audience, most 
seemed,to agree that they had litlle 
to lose and a gamble of five cents, 
if it paid off, would certainly be 
a good thing. 


The rain seeding will be con- 


ducted by Water Resources De- 
velopment Corp., of Denver, one .of 
the largest cloud seeding firms in 
the country.. Asked how effective 
rain seeding would be^ Emil May, 
area representative for the firm 
said: 


"We don't claim to Be able to 


make rain, but over a period of 
12 months, we can increase the 
precipitation from 25 to -30 per 
cent, though it may vary from as 
low as 10 percent to as high as 
60 per cent." 
- 


This increase, at an average of 


25 per cent, would convert an inch 
of rainfall to an inch and one- 
quarter, adding in such a manner 
substantial moisture during t h e 
course of a- year.

The auditorium of Oxford's ancient Sheldonian

fessors in the packed auditorium . . . "I've at- 
tended a lot of these convocations," said an old 
professor after the house became quiet. "I don't 
remember when there ever was so much ap- 
plause. Mr. Truman is very popular in this coun- 


try," the Associated Press account of the cere- 
monies concluded. 


It was only a few years, ago that Mr. Truman, 


serving his people as President, stepped down 
from office, the target of sharp and bitter critic- 
ism, not infrequently^subjected to a running bar- 
rage of abuse in the political tide"; so well known 
to this country. We haven't any idea what place 
history will accord him in its final assessment, 
but we do know that, out of office now only a 
brief three years, this trip to Europe has been a 
triumphant journey to visit the peoples of the 
West. They have cheered him, applauded him. 
They have showered honors upon him. It made 
no difference whether he was in Italy, France, 
Britain, or other lands—where Mr. Truman went, 
people gathered to greet him and cheer him..In 
the ultimate shaping of world opinion, shall it be 
said that the earth's little millions have a great 
sense of justice in the eternal fitness of man's 
unselfish contribution. 


That was a beautiful tribute—"truest of allies,

A $25,363 budget has been proposed to the 


county commissioners for the civil defense serv- 
ice in Lincoln and Lancaster County — a city- 
county expense. 


That is an increase of $16,000 over the current'

What will become of the budget request in 


this period of concern over community projects 
of substantial cost, and of tax sensitiveness is a

certain, this area as well as the most of the na- 
tion owe a great deal more thought and defini- 
tion to the national security program, a great 
deal more examination of the probabilities of an 
extremity and a cold realistic look at both the 
magnitude and focus of efforts to construct a 
practical defense. If America is undershooting 
the iob. it is to be reminded that one mistake 
is more than the powers of modern warfare 
will allow.

stantial sense. There -was a note on the desk from 
a friend referring to a book written by Walter 
Lippmann under the title, "The Public Philoso- 
phy." 
Lippmann never is too easy to read and 


this book by him is no exception. What he un- 
dertakes first of all to establish is that we are 
losing or have lost the philosophy of "the public 
first" which guided Washington and Lincoln.

'Worry' 


Loss For Adenauer . , 


The coincidence of President Eisenhower's ill- 


ness and world conditions worked to diminish the 
stature of Chancellor Konrad Adenauer as a 
leader in the Western cause. Plagued with op- 
position at home and confronted by his own ad- 
vanced age, the West German chancellor came to 
the United States with great and urgent needs. 
He received little—far too little to place him in 
the stronger position his situation required. 


The chancellor's meeting with the President 


was of necessity "reduced to a perfunctory 10 
minute call—a bedside meeting and httle more 
than that. His later meeting with Secretary 
Dulles brought a re-statement of past hopes and 
little in the way of strong new thinking. 


It was more unfortunate for the United States 


and the West than for the aging chancellor. His- 
tory has credited him with being a great leader 
in his time—one who led his people to the West, 
at times bolstered the West itself, but never- 
theless a man dependent upon time and his 
friends to prove his work. Time and a period 
of sterility in the field of new and forceful ideas 
have worked against him. The full preserva- 
tion of his great service required at this present 
juncture a great deal more than he received. The 
price of it will be evaluated later.

sometime* wonder why the farm- 
er is confused, bewildered, and 
irate. The manner in which the 
man who is supposed to help the 
farmers, Ezra Taft Benson, back- 
tracked, flip-flopped and reversed 
himself on the question of the soil 
bank illustrates one reason why. 


Here is the record of how the 


secretary of agriculture has gy- 
rated on what has been heralded 
as the key to the Eisenhower farm 
pohcv. 


Flip-Flop No. 1 — Benson's de- 


partment sent official letters to 
Congress July 27 flatly vetoing the 
so-called soil bank as impractical 
and too expensive. (It was orig- 
inated by Henry Wallace in New 
Deal days.) 


Flip-Flip No. 2 — P r e s i d e n t 


Eisenhower proposed the soil bank 
in his state of union message, Jan- 
uary 5. 


Flip-Flop No. 3 — Despite pre- 


vious opposition, Benson chided 
Congress in March and April for 
being slow in passing the soil- 
bank program. "Time is of the es- 
sence," he said on March 23. "The 
soil-bank proposal has been be- 
fore Congress for three months, 
even though the President urged 
quick action," he said on Apr;! 5. 


Flip-Flop No. 4 — On May 29, 


as Eisenhower signed the s o 1I- 
bank bill, Benson announced: "We 
are moving immediately to put the 
soil-bank program into effect. Ini- 
tial procedures have already gone 
out. 
The needed contract forms 


have already been discussed with 
state farmer-committeemen." 


Flip-Flop No. 5 — At a jam- 


packed press conference May 31, 
Benson further 
announced 
that 


price-supported crops 
could 
be 


made for them under the soil-bank 
program. This was adoption of the 
Henry Wallace plow-up program 
which Benson has repeatedly ridi- 
culed. 


Benson further explained that 


farmers were to call at local agri- 
cultural stabilization and conserva- 
tion committees and enter 
into 


•'agreements with committees" for 
soil-bank payments. , 


Flip-Flop N». 6 — Next day, 


farmers reading Benson's advice 
in the newspapers, called at ASC 
committees, found no contracts to 


make out, no instructions as to 
whether they were qualified to par- 
ticipate. Irate farmers then fired 
back at Washington. Farm-area 
newspapers also began querying 
Benson's office. It then developed 
that-Agriculture Department attor^ 
neys were still studying the law. 
It would be two more weeks, it 
was 
stated, 
before 
instructions 


would go to local farm commit- 
tees. 


This brought farm-belt protests 


wanting to know why Benson had 
not been preparing for the soil- 
bank program while he chided 
Congress for being slow. 


Fhp-Flop No. 7 — Speaking in 


Beaver Dam, Wis, on June" 4, 
Benson stated that farmers who 
lose crops because of drought and 
flood would get no soil-bank pay- 
ments. The program, he said, was 
to be a cut-back program. 


This brought immediate protest 


from Congressman Cliff Hope of 
Kansas, a leading Republican. He 
called the White House privately, 
demanded that Benson 
reverse 


himself. A delegation also descend- 
ed on the White House, including 
Hope, Senators Carlson and Schoep- 
pel of Kansas, Hill from drought- 
stricken Colorado, and Lovre of 
Soilth Dakota — all Republicans. 
They laid it on the line in no un- 
certain terms that Benson would 
have to flip-flop again and make 
soil-bank payments in 
drought- 


flood areas. 


This took place immediately be- 


fore the President became ill. 


Flip-Flop No. 8 — On June 8 


Benson was called to the White 
House. This was on the day Eisen- 
hower was rushed to the hospital 
for an emergency operation. He 
did not see Benson, but White House 
aids are now accustomed to as- 
suming considerable prerogative 
for Ike. They told Benson he would 
have to reverse himself. 


Later that day he did. He issued 


a statement that payments of $6 
per acre would be made for wheat 
lost through drought, 
wind, or 


flood. Benson did not see the press 
that day, and his undersecretary, 
True D. Morse, would not admit 
there had been a reversal. 


"I guess we know a little bit 


more about the law than we did 
before," was all he had to say.

increase by 50 general beds every 
five years.

A lot of hard work has-been done 
by our city and county authorities 
to present a feasible plan for im- 
proving the facilities of our local 
governments. Many man hours of 
hard work have been expended for 
this purpose by public-spirited citi- 
zens with no other reward, in view 
than the public welfare. 


The library and hospital pro- 


posals are admirable, and merit 
hearty support. 


It would be much easier to vote 


for the city-county building if we 
had an absolute pledge that every 
consolidation of governmental func- 
tions legally possible would be put 
into effect from the start. But just 
because the city and county gov- 
ernments are going to occupy the 
same building does not mean that 
this will be done. ^ I have read the 
plan that is laid before us, and it 
seems the city and county are to be 
allowed to work these things out to 
their own satisfaction. We should 
not vote for the consolidation on 
this basis. Each office of county 
and city naturally thinks its organi- 
zation and operation excellent. It 
is willing to add duties and func- 
tions, but not subtract or to give 
up any of its powers or personnel. 
We are likely to find ourselves in 
need of a local Hoover Commission 
with broad powers to enforce the 
necessary and economical consoli- 
dations. For many long yeari our 
tax Collections have unnecessarily 
been divided up between two build- 
ings and two offices. When J pay 
my taxes, it looks as if each has a 
good system, but I wonder why in 
thunder I have to go to two different 
places to pay. There are about a 
dozen questions of this sort under 
the roof of this proposed building. 
I think taxpayers -would feel much 
more comfortable about the mat- 
ter if the two governments had a 
definite proposal worked out m ad- 
vance for economical consolida- 
tions. This is so important that it 
seems essential. Let us, have a- 
thoroughly integrated plan before 
we give our O.K.

Counties were created in pioneer 
days in order to have some gov- 
ernment and officers near enough 
to the people to be reached by 
travel with horses' and buggies or 
lumber wagons. T i m e s have 
changed and every now and thea 
we have a proposal to reduce Ne- 
braska's 93 counties to a much 
smaller number. Redrawing the 
map of Nebraska counties is an 
interesting pastime, but the cards 
are stacked against it. The trade 
interests which originally created 
the county seat, the businesses 
and professions attracted to it, and 
especially the county official and 
political group will always have the 
balance of power against any such 
change. 


On the other hand, functional 


consolidation is taking place. More 
and more throughout the nation, 
larger units are taking over the 
former work of the county. In a 
number of places, complete con- 
solidation of the^ county with its 
large metropolitan city has gon« 
all the way and we have the con- 
sohda'ted "City and County of Den- 
ver," consolidated governments for 
St. Louis, Baltimore, and San Fran- 
cisco and their respective contain- 
ing counties. 


It is possible that no city and 


county in Nebraska, even Omaha 
and Douglas County, are rea3y 
for such a drastic change. Still 
less ready are Lincoln and Lan- 
caster County. However, increased 
co-operation 
and 
elimination of 


duplicating offices can and will 
take .place. This is a growing na- 
tional trend. A city-county build- 
ing will' be a perpetual invitation 
to such co-operation and reorgani- 
zation. About SO communities out- 
side the metropolitan areas above 
mentioned have taken this step. 


The question for our 
voters 


seems to be: "If eventually, why 
not novr?" "Courthouse gangs" 
and "city hall gangs" ar,e very 
hard to get together on' almost 
any question affecting their pow- 
ers. When the two are once on 
the same reservation, possibly the 
gate should be closed.

slim corn crop last year and the 
low prices which hogs were bring- 
ing last fall.

000. 


Spring pig crops in excess of 


five million were commonplace 
in the late 1920's and early 1930's 
but never since have reached that 
level, Christeson noted.

KNOW YOUR 


GOLF

You tear a lot of talk about 


the follow thru, and with many 
golfers it' is » pose which they 
try to strike. Actually it should 
be the natural consequence, or 


conclusion, of a good shot, rath- 
er than any phony striving for ef- 
fect. Generally the follow thru 
will indicate what you failed to 
do right, but only after it's too 
late to correct the fault. Points 
I notice about a follow thru are 
whether the player maintained 
his balance, whether his head 
remained .steady, whether h i s 
hands went thru the shot, and 
whether the club head followed , 
the ball for a foot or two beyond 
the point of contact. If y o u r 
swinging hit continues to swing 
you'll have a good follow thru.

(*t—Foreign Minister Kristinn Gud 
mundsson declared Thursday nigh 
Iceland is determined to get rid o 
U.S. troops. 


Gudmundsson told corresponc 


ents, however, that Iceland wil 
•bide by its obligations otherwis 
as a North Atlantic ally. 


The foreign minister said Ice 


land's stand on U.S. forces woul 
not be affected by the results o 
the parliamentary elections Sun 
day. 


Gudmundsson speaks only 
fo 


the Progressives, 
second-rankm. 


party in Iceland. The Independ 
ence (conservative) party of Pre 
mier Olafur Thors is concerned 
about a possible U.S. withdrawal. 


Not Security 


Gudmundsson c h a r g e d the 


United States "wants a base on 
Iceland to protect its own securi 
ty, but this is not security for 
Iceland." 


Asked if he thought Iceland 


could escape the consequences o 
a. war with such an attitude, he 
replied: 


"No, we cannot escape the con 


sequences, but this would happen 
whether the base was here or not 
Do you think this little base wouk 
be any deterrent in the event o" 
a nuclear attack?" 


The base is Keflavik, considered 


by NATO a key warning point in 
the North Atlantic network of anti- 
Soviet defenses. 


Full Readiness 


Gudmundsson said I c e l a n d 


would keep the base in full readi- 
ness, but demilitarized. Future ne- 
gotiations will decide whether U.S. 
technicians will be needed at the 
base after the withdrawal, he 
added. ' 


He said recent statements, by 


Soviet leaders indicated a relaxing 
of world tension and it was time 
for a reappraisal.^ 


"We were not eager to be a mem- 


ber of NATO," he said, "and we 
were promised it would be unnec- 
essary for us to have foreign troops 
here. That was in 1949 and all 
we want is to go back to the status 
quo of that time." 


Gudmundsson is leader of the 


Progressive party. The Progres- 
sives spurred Parliament to de- 
cid* March 27 to end U.S. occu- 
pation of the Keflavik base. 


Withdrew 


This provoked a split in Premier 


Thors' coalition government. The 
Progressives withdrew from the 
Cabinet, forcing new elections. 


Thors' forces recognize the im- 


portance of the anti-Communist de- 
fenses of this volcanic island on 
the fringe of the Arctic Circle. 
They are shocked at the thought 
t>f losing 12 million dollars of busi- 
ness a. year if American forces 
are withdrawn.^But they are afraid 
to put their party in jeopardy by 
•aying this publicly, for Icelandic 
nationalism is high. So they have 
not met the issue head on. 


The same is true of some Pro- 


gressives. Moderate members say 
privately the Progressives created 
the issue as a political maneuver 
and never intended to push the 
"go home" campaign to a eonclu- 
«ion. 


Three other parties also are de- 


manding U.S. withdrawal. They 
are the Communists, Labor and 
National Defense parties". 


Under a 1951 agreement -with 


Iceland, the United States has 
spent 150 million dollars in build- 
ing and maintaining the huge air 
base at Keflavik, three radar sta- 
tions and other installations. It is 
keeping an Army force of Battal- 
ion size here,, along with an Air 
Force fighter squadron, an air-sea 
rescue unit, a Military Air Trans- 
port ferry force and a few suppot- 
ing units. 


Under its constitution, Iceland 


has no army, navy or air force. 


The population totals only about 


156,000. Its 
area covers 
39,709 


square miles.

per bushel to 88 cents. It has been 
announced by the Department of 
Agriculture that "these rates will 
not be subject to adjustment re- 
gardless of any change in price 
support rates."

Highway Bill On 
Way To Passage 


... It's A $32 Billion Project 


WASHINGTON UP) — House-Senate conference committees finished 


their work Thursday on the huge highway bill and everything was set 
for it to bcome law by July 1. It is a $32,900,000,000 project. 


Both the House and Senate a r e 


expected to approve the conferees' 
report next week, and President 
Eisenhower is similarly expected 
to sign it at once. 


The bill provides for new federal 


taxes amounting to $14,800,000,000 
during the 16 years the program is 
to run. This money would be com- 
bined with taxes already levied on 
highway users to raise the total 
needed. 


Chief among the new revenue 


raisers will be a 1-cent-per-gallon 
increase in the present 2-cent fed- 
eral tax on gasoline. 


The conferees on the tax sec- 


tions of the bill restored the reven- 
ue figure to $14,800,000,000 voted 
by the House instead of $14,500,- 
000,000 as .passed by the Senate. 


They • did this by accepting the 


House provision on a new annual 
use tax to be put on heavy trucks 
at the rate of $1.50 per 1,000 pounds 
on the full weight of each vehicle 
weighting 26,000 pounds or more.

The resolution passed by mem- 


bers of an organization claiming 
to be represented in all but two of 
the county's precincts read: "Re- 
solved: That this organization goes 
on record opposing the proposed 
Lancaster City-County building due 
to the present bleak farm outlook 
and the farm depression plus the 
already burdensome t a x e s im- 
•posed on the residents of Lancaster 
County." 


Richard Holmbeck, state organ- 


izer, addressed the group on the 
farm problem in the seven mid- 
western states he visited recently. 


"I have talked" to about 10,000 


farmers in Nebraska since Febru- 
ary," Holmbeck said, "And I've 
yet to find one who hasn't been 
hurt by farm conditions." 


The Lincoln chapter made plans 


to be host to a First Congressional 
District convention of the National 
Farm Organization in the fall.

TOWER TALK 


Today a number of ministers visited the county jail. A 


couple Of weeks ago the ministers of Lincoln heard about the 
plans for the hospital center. Several weeks ago First- 
Plymouth's Social Action Committee had a panel on the three 
bond issues. 


Frankly at the beginning of the publicity I looked with 


disfavor on the bond issues, except for the hospital proposal. 
As my information has increased my attitude has changed. I 
now favor all three bond issues. Like many of you there are 
some specific details I wish might be different. I even wish 
we might spread the issue over a period of time. It has been 
with reluctance that I decided to devote this column to the 
juestion. 


The county jail is a moral disgrace and shame to a decent 
and enlightened community. Prison reforms have been won 
ihore than once by churchmen. We urgently need minimum 
standards; our facilities are reprehensible. There isn't space 
to go into detail but a City-County Building, will provide 
prison facilities which are at least adequate in" their physical 
properties. 


Since coming to Lincoln I have made almost 2500 sick 
calls in medical facilities, not counting rest home calls. Most 
of my adult yfeafs have been largely spent in visiting the 
sick. It is my considered judgment that improved medical 
facilities are urgently needed. "Here again is an area of 
Christian concern and conscience. 


When John Harvard gave his personal library for the 


founding of Harvard College he set an example of Congrega- 
tional concern and respect for learning and truth. Every man, 
woman, and child has a right to adequate library facilities. 
Freedom to know «nd to learn »re basic rights. A community 
is judged by its libraries—as well as by other criteria. 


Everyone of these three needs has previously been before 
our citizens for consideration—beginning back in the early 
nineteen hundreds. Few respoaibilitiei are ever met without 
cost. The issues before us are important to our neighbors and 
ourselves. 


I cannot tell you how to vote but in conscience I express 
the hope that you will inform yourself before voting—and 
that then you wULvote yes for each of the three bond issues.

Since com ing to L incoln I h a \e m a de almo.st 2500 sick 
ca lls in m edica l facilitie.s, not counting re.st hom e ca lls. Most 
o f m y a dult yea rs ha ve been la rgely sp en t in visitin g the 
.vick. 
It i.s m y lOiLvidered judgm ent tha t unproved medic-al 
fa cilities a re urgently needed. H ere a ga in is an area of 
C hristia n concern a nd conscience. 


W hen J o hn H a rva rd ga ve his persona l libra ry for the 
founding o f H a rva rd C ollege he set an exa m p le o f C ongrega ­ 
tio na l concern and respect for lea rning a nd truth. E very m a n, 
w om a n, a nd child ha s a right to a dequa te libra ry fa cilities.
